Hon. Mr. Davie/oVi-a'point of order, 
raid that the mover proposed by reaolntjon 
to do what only could be introduced by a 
bilU It would bo unwise for the house 
to jMis a resolution as io what its legis- 
lation shBuld b3,:'ua legislation should and 
eoald speak, ^or itself. . 

Bon. Mr. Smithe thpught that every 
prirete bill iihould be dealt with on its

was unadvisable to ask the house to pass 
such a sweeping expression of i opinion. 
He would: a8k...the, honorable mover to 
withdraw ^the 'motion, {becaus^ otherwise, 
it woul4/o3mpq,^iiiany\hj).nprable mem- 
bers who |were in earne|t' oni^the Obineae 
questio.n to! VQte~agaiuaV the 'meaSVire ahd 
thereby render their votes liable to be 
misinterpreted. 

Mr. T. Davio took it iliut the object of 
the motion was that the clauso should not 
be compulsory in insertion iti private bills, 
but that it merely deleeated the power to 
the private ' bills oomoiittee to so . insert 
.such a restriction where they deemed it 
advisable'. In this light the point of or- 
der raised mifht bo overcomo. Direotiy 
contrary to the intention of this assembly, 
but not to the words of the act, the 
Esquimau Water Works company had 
employed Chinese in large numbers. 
Those 0UineB,e;;h3|^ dug the trenebea. .the 
chief portion'of the work, as the' 32nd 
clause of that act only, it was afterwards 
discovered, prohibited tho omployment of 
Chinese in tho laying of the pipes. It 
had arisen from an oversight fur which 
air'th'e'raembera of tho huuse^'wero equal- 
ly responsible. Bills were so'tnetinies hur- 
riedly considered, .with the result th'at'th'e 
intention Of the""hbus'6 was not carried out 
in elTect, and it waa fur tli.o house' to con- 
sider whether it should not place in tho 
hands of the:private bills committee power 
'to embody,4,where^d0emed desirable, care- 
fully prepaifed'rest'ri'ctioh in'thisdirection. 

Mr. Beavec, while not satiaSed with 
the ex^ict wording of tho propusodiclauae, 
was in favor of the sentiment it em- 
bodied. Merely<a8 7a' resolution iho mo- 
tion would not 'bind the house infany, 
future action. i ' 

Mr^ Dunamuir thought the resolution 
too sweeping^ a'nd strtng'Ibilt' in its charac- 
ter. He saw many people who ran down 
Chinese and at the same time employed 
them. Hu didn't stand up to advocate 
the Chinese as a class, but in tho interest 
of the country itself. 

Hon. Mr. Kobscn could not agree with 
all that had. been said by the last speaker.. 
Ho agreed that care and caution Should 
be observed in dealing with the question; 
but he believed the Chinuae population 
in British Columbia to bo a curse and an 
evil that should be got rid of as soun as 
possible, without violence. It was con- 
trary to natural laws that Ohinesa, who 
had been in- the ooiintry'^for eome! time, . 
could bs at once got rid of witbciit affect- 
ing to suuie extent certain industries in 
the province. But thia would only last 
fur a time, and because any move- 
ment lending to discouragement of 
their employ might hampei^fi'omewhat 
works .and'intereBta weib no Teasoa why 
Chiaese.Bbonl(Ubfi?Tetaihed -and:::: their em- 
ployment defended. 'Wherever they oonld 
be legally excluded ho was in favor of uo 
doing, but tbought the bouse was equally 
well prepared to deal with the question in. 
discusBion upon bills when they canio up 
as it would if this resolution were pn.ssed. 
Such a roHoIution would not only tend to 
keep away ca^iitul, but aluo estiibUHh a 
dangerous principle, and while not binding 
upon the house in its future action would 
bo liable in certain instances to conflict with 
its previoHsly expieBsod opinion.

Mr.T. Davie, while aaBenting to tho wilh- 
diiiwul, said the motive of tho introducer 
was to be applauded, lie meiitioued that 
ditTorencea between oontraotors and sub- 
coutractors upon Bimllnr work!) often arose 
in regard to the labor e.nployed.and to cany 
the intention of the houHe into ell'ect ho 
thought a clause could be iutrodiiced In 
future' private bills providing that tho pro, 
motors of the -work should be subject to 
penalties for every Chinaman' iound em- 
ployed upon the works,' and' thought the 
govcrnmentBhoaldinti;odno^a special clause 
that would provide' fdr. something in; this 
direction. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho, speaking of the em- 
ployment of ChiiiudO on the Esquiiiialt 
v.'uterwcrkH, stated on behtilf of the iiwnera 
of the work that if was not with the inton- 
tioii to ove'r-rjilo :i-Uy . atipulntiou of the net 
that they had employed CliineHe, 
who had only been employed 
upon that portion o£ .the .work 
in regiarit' to' whjciili'nd reatfiotibn. had 
been made. 

Mr. McTavish thought in this particu- 
lar instance the prupnetora of the work 
had been, unv.'ittingly perhaps, public 
benefactors. Tho Chinese had been em- 
ployed upon the wofk of lowering the lev- 
el of Thetis lake, thereby exposing for 
the lirst timo a portion ■of the"«'urface of 
the lake's bed. lu such cases if was known 
that dangerous exhalations were given off 
and ho niii^ht mention that of the 33 Chi- 
nese employed on rih»t work, 17 had gone 
to a bdtter. ^'^hd.-rriv., clears s»ving to the 
province of the lives of many" white then', 
who would otherwise have succumbed, 
perhaps in greater nuriibers. 

Mr. Beavon would liked to have aeon 
the debate adjourned and the motion in- 
troduced -in a mora carefully prepared 
forra.w.hich would efFactually meet thein- 
tentloir of ths-b^air^iin;rega^^^^ ire- 
'B^ription 'of OliVaso 'emprpy'ment fwaere 
deemed advisiiblo. ■■- ■ u i ■■• J 
"Aftor further discussion the resslution 
was withdrawn. 

FALBB CRKEK. 

Mr. Orr moved that, whereas th.e waters 
of the fiord or inle.tfroinl£!agliB'h<^Bay to 
the bridge known as "False creek bridge," 

in the district of New Westminster, are 
navigable waters, and are oonstniitly used 
by vessels of light draught; and wheroaa 
it would be greatly detrimtiital to t|ie pub- 
liq ictereat fo permit any strqcturo to be 
poiialfUfitpd thUt would in any way inter- 
fere vrith frep^avigatiun of aaid waterB., 
go it therofore~resiilved, That an humble 
address be preaantud to his honor the 
lieutonaut-governiir, praying that he will, 
without delay, urge qpun the Dominion 
government the naqeaeity of at ones pre- 
venting the erection of any structure 
across the said wators that w|Uin any wpy 
impede navigation. " _ 

The mover explained the motion waa to 
prevent if posaible tho railway from run- 
iiinif a bridge without a draw aoroas the 
creek, and thereby prevent navigation be- 
ing interrupted. 

Seconded by Mr. Grant. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe approved of the reso- 
lution, and was afraid the railway compa- 



ny "were rather inclined to over-ride the 
rights of the province in this particular; 
one'of the compitny'a bridges across the Col- 
•uiDjiig<p,i;prj;hai^ittg'ia[ptfded nltvigatiun so 
o^,ns|perably,VBa 't&Jhare impelled him to 
represent tho matter to the Dptninipn 
government. Hu would supper^ tlie/eap- 
lution. ' ; 

Mr. Galbraith said if tho obstruction 
of the bridge over the Columbia was to 
continue it would work great ipjury to 
Bteambeat' navigation, and he] huped the 
"raailter; would be earnestly pressed upon 
the'attention of the Dominion government. 
There should be a drawbridge inserted in 
the centre span tu allow steamers tu pass 
up tho river. 

Mr. Wilson intended to support the 
resolution and thought timely precaution 
should be 't»Ketf|' liy jlh'e- '^irovinoe to pro- 
tect itself'itgain^t'what was goinglto prove 
one of the must gigstitic mphnpolies of 
tho present age — he alluded to the Cnna- 
diaii Pacific railway. [Hear, hear.] Ho 
thought, liowover, that any petition to tho 
Dominion government on the auhjuct 
would be quietly, sjiely^d and the compa- 
iijr allowed to prooeed^jn JheiF.f.own way, 
though it was poaBioleithat a resolution of' 
this house might have tho ofTeot »f obtain- 
ing the aaaistancB of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment in alleviating aa much as they 
could the evils thaj; (.^.ete bound to flow 
from the unrestrictedie^zeroise of tho com- 
pany's policy of s[g^'^ei|si6n, and it , was 
with thia hope that-'he suppbiried-lhe^reBO;

To THB EnrroB: — It would appear from 
the communication in your last issue from 
« "A Lady" that she hopes that Mr. Drake's' 
efforts to gain for the ladies of this province 
tho privilege of voting will meet with buc- 
COBS. But why confine this privi- 
lege to the ladies? Hitherto, when 
this privilege of female suffrage has 
been agitated, it has boon that tcoinen as 
well aB^meuy should have the right to vote, 
and wby.reBjtrtc^ the p^Tilege,to the ladies? 
' 'If 'the'an'Bwef b'e'beoan'ae thiit section of the 
community called "ladies" dcsird it, it is 
the first time I have ever heard it; and I am 
distinctly of the opinion that nothing would 
be more repugnant to their feelings tban to 
be called upon to leave their homes to record 
thoir votes amidst the eicitomeut of a con- 
tested election; and, further, to no extent

No abatement in 
the fioi'Cenoaa of the gale was noticeable 
at midnight, and reports were being re- 
ceived from many quarters uf the city, of 
more or loss serioila damage to buildings, 
including the toppling over of' ohimDeya, 
etc. A number.of. women -were injured 
by being blown down in the atreeta or 
against obstructions, and one or two par- 
sons were hurt by iJyiiig missiles.

Tho quality 
of the fluid is excellent and the quantity 
was ample before the recent enormous 
growth of the city. Lately, however, tho 
springs have frequently proved i[iadequi»to 
and much inoonvunicnce resulted. Sovural 
private corporations have for years press- 
ed for the privilege of supplying tho city 
with water, which they proj^osed to brin 
from tbetiVer Danube, whok^ main stream 
lies two triiles from tlie towii, but the niu 
tiicipal council always resisted their at 
tempts. The other day, owing to tho 
long-continufc'd frosts, both sprinya I 
came impeded and Vienna has been on 
short allowance of water over since. The 
council has issued an edict ordering the 
greatest possible economy in- the use of 
water until the frost releases its hold on 
the sources of supply. It is now proposed 
to reserve the w^ator from tho apringa for 
drinking purposes and draw on tho Dan 
ubo for a auijply for other noodi.

all iu shops or factories. The telegram 
suggests that the British workmen join 
those of France in visiting the workmen 
of America and Europe to send delegates 
to a congress to bo held next September, 
in some place to be hereafter designated, 
for the purpose of ducussing a means to 
emancipate the workmen of all countries:

Under 
those ciindiiiiina ' he Itved for a couple 
of weeks, am] iu the- meantime medication 
hav-ing had no effect, tho doctor resolved to 
test tho dernier resort by oattinf; off the 
nervous supply to the seat of injury, an 
operation only very recently brought in 
ypgne,,, Only a slight wound denoted tho 
location of the injury. A hypodermio in- 
jection of hydrochlorate of cocoaino (-1 per 
cent, solution) was tirbt introduced benptith 
the scalp to auiusthetizo tho parts, and then 
a V shaped incision was made half way 
round the scalp wound, comi)letely severing 
the posterior auricular and occiput.-'.Us minor 
serves, which immediately insulated- the 
nervous supply from the seat of 
injury. The inpiaion- .wbb; dressed and 
bandaged iBhtisiipiiUHlly'i and 'the patient 
put to bed. His convulsions became less 
frennorit, and in a few d.ay8 they ceaaed 
altogether. Ilia jaws gradually relaxed, 
and uC length he was able to articulate and 
take solid food. Three weeks after the 
operation ho was up and about, and on 
hia departure yenterday no man could be 
more grateful than Nathan Silverstone, 
and few can lay claim to have as good a 
reaaon to appreciate tho progress of mod- 
ern aurf<ery.

James Gandin, Bworn — I was master of 
the Into British baric •'llciver of tbo Seas," 
and Holo registered owner; I hold an ordi- 
nary uinster'.s oertifleiite, No. 22,H2\); it waa 
lost with tliti ship; all the Hbip'H papers 
were lost; the Rover of the Seas was 117 
tons register, of the [lortof Sonderland, and 
built in 18G9; at the time of the loss of the 
vessel I was bound on u voyage from Vic- 
toria, B. 0., to Liverpool, .with.a cargo of 
10,090 cases of: salmon,' 'and j^t'welve tons 
bones, in all about GSG 'to'ns ^doad weight; 
the vessel afr the time of leaving was tightl 
staunch and well found iu every respect; wo 
had head winds (strongj from the south- 
ward after leaving Victoria and the vessel 
made ft little water with these winds; sho 
was pniuiied out every four hours; I cannot 
remember the number of inches of water 
sbo made in four hours; it used to take 
from twenty minutes to half an hour to 
pump her out; afterwards in the tropics wo 
only pumped her out twice a day, morning 
and evening; the timeoconpiedin pumping 
her ont was between ten and fifteen min- 
utes; all went on well till the Ist or '2nd 
December; I cannot remember which day; 
we then tell iu with a strong aotithoast gale 
which lasted ubnut fuur days in latitude 
about 50 ° south and longitude about Or> 
wfist; the ship then began to leak; she was 
rolling very considerably and it was impos- 
sible to ascertain the number of inches of 
water she made; wa pumped her ont every 
two hours, and it took from 'JO to 25 min- 
utes to do so; I noticed cement coming up 
with the water; the cement choked the 
pnmps; it came up in jpieoeu like pebbles; 
some pieces an Inch in diameter, and others 
smaller; we then had fine weather until wo 
got oir Capo Horn, and the same weather 
continued round the Horn, light winds and 
smooth sea; the ship thou took np again 
and made very little water; we slill kept 
sounding the pumps every two hours; some- 
times she would make two or three inches 
of water in the four hours; at tho time of 
the accident and shortly before tho vessel 
waa hardly making any water iit all; ou the 
day before the accident, tho ISth of Decem- 
ber, she was pumped out dry at 8 o'olockin 
tho evening, and at midnight the second 
inato reported seven inches of water in the 
well; ship sucked at (i% iuchos; tho second

We could .not .gut 
down to tho suctjon of the pumps. 

Examined by Capt.Soemanni'tbere wns 
no dunnage between the ceiling '-and the 
frame of the ship. There' wer« no water- 
tight oompartments either formi^.ar.&ft. 
There waa no wooden pointer at the end 
of the sounding rod. The pumps wero in 
good working order, The pumpa 'were 
old-fashioned ones. Handle pumps, VVa 
saw land as soon us it was daylight after 
leaving tho ship. It waa fino weather Qt 
the time of the casualty, We lauded at 
two places after leaving the wreck. We 
lauded at Bleaker Island. I do not know 
the name of the other place. It wasubnut 
twe or tliree miles from Port Pleaaant. 

The Gnding of the court nf inquiry in 
brief was as follows: That after carefully 
investigating tho evidence, the leak ne- 
cessitated t'-.o dQsertionof tho ahip for the 
preservati >i>- of life, and that no blame 
was attached to the master, officora or 
crew, all having done their duty under 
the prevailing oircuniBlancoa.

agrioultural land' were divided into small 
holdings, the prdaent proprietors receiv- 
ing a nominal indemnity, tha discontent- 
ed populace would not bo eatiafiod, any 
more than they are in France. Tho ■wealth 
■)f the city cupitaliats vyouid still excite 
the rage and envy of the communiat rob- 
bers, and, unless pputected by military 
force, would Certainly succumb to their 
attacks. W,
